The costume in this, our 
first venture, consisted of the regulation “beefeater’s” uni 
form, including a tin collar and breastplate; nothing flashy 
but historically correct, at any rate It was our duty to 


stand around in evident dog-like devotion to our Queen, to 


escort the traitorous Essex (it may not have been Essex) 
to the Tower, and, in the last act, as “Good” Queen Bess 
expired in aspirate distress, to cry, “Long live James the 
First, King of England!” (It was due to this experience 


that, in later years, we were able to startle our history in- 
structors by remembering that James the First succeeded 
Elizabeth. ) 





URING those dull stretches in the play when we yielded 
the stage to Miss O'Neil, we stood about with the rest 
of the army in the wings, checking up on our next day's 


algebra. It so happened that our particular group was sta 


tioned in front of the large switchboard which governed

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the lighting of the theatre, and that we personally stood, like 
a good English soldier, with our back to the wall. Some 
particularly shady work was going on among the conspira- 
tors on-stage when suddenly, with a horrendous cracking 
and spluttering, the entire voltage of the switchboard took 
a spin around our tin collar, straightening out each indi- 
vidual hair on our head and burning a considerable portion 
of the under side of our chin. Not having taken the engi 
neering course in school, we had had no way of knowing 
that we should not have leaned back against the switch 
board. This was explained to us as we left the theatre 
shortly after (without our twenty-five cents, there being 
no such thing as Equity in those days), and when we applied 
the next week to serve as one of the elders in “The Littl 
Minister” in support of Maude Adams (with whom we 
were violently in love), we were told that we were not the 


type. We have never been inside a theatre since that day

S we remember Miss O'Neil’s behavior during the above 

episode, it was rather needlessly impatient. There 
were so many people speaking to us at once that we are not 
quite sure just what it was that Miss O'Neil said, but she 
was not sympathetic and our chin was very sore. So it is 
with considerable satisfaction that, twenty-two vears later 
(having a strain of elephant-blood in us), we are able to 
report truthfully that “Stronger than Love” is a ham play 
and that Miss O'Neil gives a pretty ham performance

- casting about for adjectives with 
which to describe the long-awaited 





movie version of “Ben-Hur,” I find 
myself limited to that section of the 
thesaurus which offers synonyms of 
“big.” 
Colossal—tremendous—gargantuan— 
and just the least bit overwhelming; 
that is a fairly adequate summary ot 
“Ben-Hur.” Most of the time, this 
bigness makes for extreme impressive 
ness and visual thrill. At intervals it 
makes for confusion and fatigue 
“Ben-Hur,” as General Lew Wallace 
imagined and wrote it, was a compara 
tively simple story of the Christ 
When the novel was dramatized it be 
came essentially a spectacle; now, on 
the screen, it is about one million times 
more of one—and the resultant orgy of 
huge sets, seething mobs and camera 
effects contains little of the spirit of 


the original story 


N all other respects, however, “Ben 

Hur” comes up to and surpasses the 
prevalent expectations. Fred Niblo, it 
seems to me, has done a fine job with 
the direction. Whenever the main char 
acters are about tobe lost in the shuffle, 
Mr. Niblo drags them forth and re 
turns them to the center of the screen, 
just to remind the audience that there 
is a plot, after all 

Mr. Niblo has not been quite so wise 
in his selection of players Ramon 
Novarro as Ben-Hur, Claire Mac 
Dowell as his mother, and Nigel de 
Brulier as Stmonides—these three are 
above reproach; but the rest of the 
cast is insufficient, particularly Francis 
X. Bushman, who appears from the past 
to remind us that the motion picture has 


made great progress. 
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There are many beautiful and ex 
citing scenes in “Ben-Hur”: the Na- 
tivity, photographed in color, with Bet 
ty Bronson at her loveliest as the Ma
